Murderess Dies 


In Gas Chamber

Mrs. Louise Peete Judson, who spent 
more than one third 
of her 59 
years in prison, died today in San 
Quentin’s green-tinted gas chamber 
for the murder of a woman who 
had befriended her. 
Mrs. Judson was executed for the 
1944 
murder 
of 
Mrs. 
Margaret 
Logan, 
60, 
Pacific 
Palisades, 
to 
whom she had been paroled after 
serving 18 years of a life sentence 
for the 1920 murder of Jacob Den­ 
ton, Las Angeles engineer. 
She 
fought 
futliely 
into 
the 
United State8 Supreme Court for 
the life she had sustained for years 
by defrauding two benefactors — 
both of whom she killed with a 
pistol to obtain their estates. 
To the end she denied that she 
killed either. 
“I come from cultured, educated 
people,” she told newsmen. “ I have 
a background of culture. M y parents 
were not delinquents and they did 
not rear delinquent children.” 
Gov. Earl Warren, who denied her 
final plea, said her crimes were too 
gruesome to be condoned. 
Mrs. Judson wore a gay flowered 
dress to her execution. She quiet­ 
ly told Warden Clinton T. Duffy: 
“ W ell, I ’m ready. I ’ve been ready 
a long time.”

Anculewicz, married and father 
of three children, claimed he fabri­ 
cated

murdering Mrs. Thompson so that 
he could

quaintance into breaking off their 
relationshp. 
The woman, Mrs. Laura Riddle. 
31, has been held in $25.000 bond as

Woodward, still mourning 84 dead, 
turned to rebuilding its tornado- 
shattered city. 
One 
thousand 
Woodward 
resi­ 
dents were injured in Wednesday 
night’s twister. 
Woodward was hardest hit of the 
Texas and Oklahoma communities 
in the path of the storm. More 
than 50 other persons were killed 
or died of injuries. 
Higgins. Texas, reported 39 dead; 
Glazier, Texas, 14. 
Three were killed in Gage, Okla. 
But this city of 5.500 was un­ 
daunted by estimates of some citi­ 
zens it would take five years to re­ 
build. 
W hile there was talk of a mass 
burial for the victims, a meeting 
of civic and business leaders was 
held to plan the rebuilding of the 
town. 
Mayor R. A. Basch estimated 500 
houses were uninhabitable and 70 
percent of all homes in the city 
were damaged or destroyed. 
"Most of our people will need 
help but they don’t want charity 


or government handouts,” he em­ 
phasized. 
Typical of the spirit of coopera­ 
tion which has eased the sorrows of 
the victims was this story of an un­ 
identified man: 
The shingles on the roof of his 
big, old house were ripped olf by 
the tornado. His friends in the area 
learned of his plight and 40 of 
them gathered here today with tools 
in hand. In a few hours the house 
was repaired. 
Generous 
citizens 
of 
the 
sur­ 
rounding territory deluged the city 
with supplies and the Red Cross 
asked that gifts be withheld. Those 
wanting to help were asked to fir.st 
notify 
the Red Cross what 
was 
available. 
Twenty-one 
large, 
commercial 
vans carrying tents, cots and blan­ 
kets to Woodward and other stric­ 
ken towns in the region have been 
dispatched from Fort Worth, Tex. 
Many heavy machines sent in by 
the Oklahoma Highway Department 
have started 
clearing 
Woodward. 
The rubble is being gathered from 
the streets, and homes that can be 
repaired are being patched. Dam ­ 
age is estimated in the millions of 
dollars.

Tht closed shop requires a com­ 
pany to hire only union workers. 
The union shop lets It hire anyone 
It pleases, but the new employe 
must join the union shortly after­ 
ward.

More 
than 50 other persons were killed 
or died of injuries. 
Higgins, Texas, reported 39 dead; 
Glazier, Texas, 14. 
Three were killed in Gage, Okla. 
But tilts city of 5.500 was un­ 
daunted by estimates of some citi­ 
zens it would take five years to re­ 
build. 
While there was talk of a mass 
burial for the victims, a meeting 
of civic and business leaders was 
held to plan the rebuilding of the 
town. 
Mayor R. A. Bosch estimated 500 
houses were uninhabitable and 70 
liercent of all homes in the city 
were damaged or destroyed. 
“Most of our people will need 
help but they don’t want charity 


or government handouts,” he em­ 
phasized. 
Typical of the spirit of coopera­ 
tion which has eased the sorrows of 
the victims was this story of an un­ 
identified m an: 
The shingles on the roof of his 
big, old house were ripped off by 
the tornado. His friends in the area 
learned of his plight and 40 of 
them gathered here today witn tools 
in hand. In a few hours the house 
was repaired. 
Generous citizens of the sur­ 
rounding territory deluged the city 
with supplies and the Red Cross 
asked that gifts be withheld. Those 
wanting to help were asked to first 
notify the Red Cross what was 
available. 
Twenty-one 
large, 
commercial 
vans carrying tents, cots and blan­ 
kets to Woodward and other stric* 
ken towns in the region have been 
dispatched from Fort Worth, Tex 
Many heavy machines sent In by 
the Oklahoma Highway Department 
have started clearing Woodward. 
The rubble Is being gathered from 
the streets, and homes that can be 
repaired are being patched. Dam­ 
age is estimated in the millions of 
dollars.

Th e renal o rgans are indispens­ 
able to life. But we can get alo ng 
with o nly o ne, so lo ng as its pa rt­ 
ner is able to functio n. Th is

so mewh at risky as th e perso ns life 
depends 
upo n 
th e 
survivo r. 
Yet 
th ere are times wh en th e remo val 
o f a kidney will be demanded if 
life is to l i e 
saved. 


T h e mo st im po rtant duty o f th e 
structures Ls to eliminate waste pro ­ 
ducts; o th erwise uremia ensues. T h e 
debris is carried away by th e urine, 
wh ich Ls derived fro m th e blo o d as 
it passes th ru th e kidneys. Appro xi­ 
mately 1 % quarts are secreted in 
24 h o urs; th ree-fo urth s during th e 
day and o ne-fo urth at nigh t. As 
th e o rgans beco me less efficient th e 
ratio may ch ange so th a t mo re is 
accumulated wh ile asleep th an dur­ 
ing th e waking h o urs. Th e vo lume 
varies with th e am o unt o f water we 
drink, perspiratio n, and th e h ealth 
o f th e o rgans. 
Th e urine co ntains a number o f 
ch emicals including salts, urea, uric 
acid, and creatine. Many o f th ese 
substances are derived fro m pro ­ 
teins wh ich are co nsumed o riginally 
in th e fo rm o f eggs, meat, and cer­ 
tain vegetables. Th is explains wh y 
so me individuals believe th at sucii 
fo o ds m ust be restricted In kidney 
tro uble but in many Instances th is 
Is no t necessary as th e o rgans o ver­ 
co me

h andicap 
by 
secreting 
mo re fluid. Besides, tests can be 
m ade to ascertain wh eth er po iso ns 
in th e blo o d are reach ing a danger­ 
o us level. W h en th is o ccurs, a strict 
diet Is essential. 
If th e kidneys fail to excrete urm© 
because th eir tiny tubules are swo l­ 
len o r destro yed 
by disease, th e

to dro psy 
I edema 1. Swelling Ls mo st no tice­ 
able during th e early stages o f 
B righ t’s disease o r fo llo wing m er­ 
cury po iso ning. 


Bacteria can invade th e struc­ 
tures 
fro m 
th e o utside, 
via 
th e 
bladder, especially wh en th e lo wer 
tracts are infected and mo re so in 
th e presence o f an o bstructio n such 
as in stricture fo rmatio n, sto nes, 
enlarged pro state in men, o r o b­ 
stetrical co mplicatio ns in wo men. 
Th e 
micro o rganisms 
can 
also 
enter th ru 
th e 
blo o d 
stream 
o r 
lymph atic passageways. Hence In­ 
fectio n may develo p during a siege 
o f scarlet fever o r fro m a mo re 
lo calized fo cus In th e teeth , to nsils, 
sinuses, gall bladder, o r pro state 
gland. Micro bes fro m a bo ll o r a 
carbuncle o n th e skin, o r fro m th e 
intestine o r genital o rgans likewise 
may travel t-o th e kidneys. Th e type 
o f medicatio n required fo r tre a t­ 
m ent depends upo n th e species o f 
germ present. 
In spite o f th e vulnerability o f th e 
kidneys, th ey serve th e majo rity 
well. Many o th er o rgans wear o ut 
faster. But th is do es no t mean th a t 
we can affo rd to abuse th em.

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Demand For Anti-Smoke 
Ordinance Has Not Lessened 
After weeks of individual study, members of the 
City Council are getting nearer to down-to-earth 
consideration of the proposed anti-smoke ordinance. 
It is indicated that a meeting of minds on the subject 
is approaching. 
This is being preceded by expressions 
of views by some Commissioners, and judging from 
these opinions it would appear certain th at all are 
agreed the city requires legislation to bring about the 
elimination of smoke, insofar as it Is at all possible. 
But this apparent approval, given it by some, is 
accompanied by reservations. 
Commissioner Light, for instance, has expressed 
the opinion that a smoke control law is not necessary 
as far as the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, the West­ 
ern Maryland Railway and the Potomac Edison Com­ 
pany are concerned, because, as he says, these com« 
parses are already doing everything in their power 
to eliminate smoke caused by their'Operations. 
An 
ordinance is needed, however, Mr. Light says, to regu­ 
late industries as well as smoke from dwelling houses. 
W hat Mr. Light has to say as regard th* railroads 
and the Potomac Edison Company doing all in their 
power to correct the excessive smoke nuisance is 
probably true, but we do not agree with him th at th at 
is any reason why they should be exempted from an 
ordinance covering other industries and public insti­ 
tutions. 
The fact th at such an ordinance would be placed 
on the ordinance book of Cumberland should not deter 
them from carrying forth their efforts in helping to 
clean up the city. 
On the other hand, the enactment 
of such an ordinance w'ould have the effect of keeping 
them alert in seeing to it th at their policy toward 
smoke abatement is not permitted to be forgotten be­ 
cause of indifference on the part of those to whom 
they look for the success of their undertakings. 
We believe the benefits which should be derived 
from an anti-smoke ordinance, lf properly enforced, 
would Justify the cost of retaining a smoke abatement 
engineer and assistants. And we have no hesitancy in 
expressing the belief that such a plan will have the 
approval of the citizens, especially the women, of 
Cumberland. 
The women, of all others, must realize 
w hat a blessing it would be to be able to surrender to 
the closet their dust cloth for long periods; to dis­ 
cover th at it would be unnecessary to wash and stretch 
c u rta in s and draperies every few weeks, and to find 
on awakening in the morning th at their bed coverlet* 
were not sprinkled with fine fly ash thrown off by 
locomotives, power plants and Industrie* while they 
slept, breathing Into their lungs the same impurities. 
Those conditions still exist despite whatever ad­ 
vancement has been made In reducing smoke, Mr, 
Light says he has observed. 
The enactment of an anti-smoke ordinance Is on* 
of the paramount hopes of the people of Cumberland, 
a id if the City Commissioners do not see the ex­ 
pediency to give it to them now, with the necessary 
means of enforcing it, they will certainly find them ­ 
selves confronted with this smog Issue when next th* 
city election campaign rolls around.

THE FUNCTION OF THE 
KIDNEYS 
T 


H E kidneys are located in the 
back of th e abdom inal cavity, 
one on the rig h t and 
th e 
o ther on th e left side of the 
body. T hey are not connected ex­ 
cept on rare occasions w hen th e 
upper p arts come together in an 
arch, 
resulting 
in 
the 
condition 
know n as “horseshoe kidneys.” 
Tile renal organs are Indispens­ 
able to life. B ut we can get along 
w ith only one, so long as its p a rt­ 
n er is able to function. T his is 
som ew hat risky as the person’s life 
depends 
upon 
th e survivor. 
Y et 
there are tim es w hen th e removal 
of a kidney will be dem anded lf 
life is to be saved. 


T he m ost im portant duty of th e 
structures is to elim inate waste pro­ 
ducts; otherw ise urem ia ensues. T h* 
debris is carried away by th e urine, 
w hich is derived from th e blood as 
it passes th ru th e kidneys. Approxi­ 
m ately I % quarts are secreted in 
24 hours; th ree-fo u rth s during th e 
day and one-fourth a t night. As 
th e organs become less efficient th e 
ra tio may change so th a t more is 
accum ulated while asleep th a n d u r­ 
ing th e waking hours. T he volume 
varies w ith th e am ount of w ater we 
drink, perspiration, and th e h ealth 
of th e organs. 
T he urine contains a num ber of 
chem icals Including salts, urea, uric 
acid, and creatine. M any of these 
substances are derived from pro­ 
teins which are consum ed originally 
in th e form of eggs, m eat, and cer­ 
ta in vegetables. T his explains why 
som e individuals believe th a t such 
foods m ust be restricted in kidney 
trouble but in m any instances th is 
Is not necessary as the organs over­ 
come th e 
handicap by secreting 
m ore fluid. Besides, tests can be 
m ade to ascertain w hether poisons 
in th e blood are reaching a danger­ 
ous level. W hen th is occurs, a strict 
diet is essential. 
If th e kidneys fail to excrete turin* 
because th eir tiny tubules are swol­ 
len or destroyed by disease, th* 
w ater which should be passing o u t 
goes into th e tissues of various p arts 
of 
th e 
body, 
leading 
to dropsy 
(edem a!. Swelling Is m ost notice­ 
able during th e early stages of 
B rig h t’s disease or following m er­ 
cury poisoning. 


B acteria can invade th e stru c­ 
tu res 
from 
th e outside, 
via 
Hie 
bladder, especially when th e lower 
trac ts are infected and m ore so in 
th e presence of an obstruction such 
as in stricture form ation, stones, 
enlarged prostate in m en, or ob­ 
stetrical com plications in women. 
T he 
m icroorganism s 
can 
also 
e n te r th ru the 
blood 
stream or 
lym phatic passageways 
Hence in ­ 
fection m ay develop during a siege 
of scarlet fever or from a m ore 
localized focus in the teeth, tonsils, 
sinuses, gall bladder, or prostate 
gland. M icrobes from a boil or a 
carbuncle on th e skin, or from th e 
intestine or genital organs likewise 
m ay travel to the kidneys. T he type 
of m edication required for tre a t­ 
m en t depends upon the species of 
germ present. 
In spite of the vulnerability of th e 
kidneys, they serve th e m ajority 
well. M any other organs wear out 
faster. B ut this does not m ean th a t 
we can afford to abuse them . 


SOKE THROATS 


M. C. arrites: My husband and I 
have a strep th ro at two or three 
tim es each w inter. Do you think 
milk causes this trouble? 
REPLY 
I would be m ore inclined to Maine 
contact 
w ith 
another 
individual 
ra th e r th an milk, as sore throats 
are usually contagious. B ut all aor* 
th ro ats are not due to strep germs. 
A laboratory exam ination is necess­ 
ary and, unless this has been done, 
and the diagnosis confirm ed, you 
m ay have an ordinary sore th ro at 
which precedes a cold. A great m any 
persons encounter two or three such 
bouts each year and we do not know 
why some persona are m ost sus­ 
ceptible th an others.

F. H. B. w rites: Is there anything 
to dissolve a kidney stone or m ust 
I be operated on?

As a rule, they cannot be dis­ 
solved. If sm all enough, Hie con­ 
cretion may pass.

Such a move, furtherm ore, would 
w arn the dictators of Europe ex­ 
actly w hat they could expect from 
th e USA when it cam e to war.

Too Much—Too Fast 
Henry D. Thoreau, a hundred years 
ago. retired to his modest cabin 
on Walden Pond, that he might 
reduce life to its best (and most 
useful) 
common denominator. 
He 
built the cabin with his own hands 
at a cost of less than fifty dol­ 
lars. And then he wrote a hand­ 
ful of books that are read eagerly 
by millions to this day. 
Thoreau took time to think things 
out. 
Especially to think out the 
meaning of life. Today the minority 
alone do this—and a very » mall 
minority at that! What do we have 
now? Books, books, books—maga­ 
zines by the carload. How are they 
digested? They are not. Too many 
of them are of the lunch-counter 
variety—read them quickly, and on 
your way. Digested for you—you 
who are In such a hurry to get 
somewhere, without knowing where! 
Montaigne, retired to his “ castle" 
that he might think, and then re­ 
cord his thoughts. He wrote but 
one book—the frankest in all liter- 
ry history—but it has lasted, and is 
read hundreds of years after his 
death. Of the thousands of books 
now speeding off the presses, how 
many will be read a dozen years 
from 
now? 
The good 
book does 
not die young but lives forever! 
There are more people doing our 
thinking for us today than in all 
the history of the world. We are 
more interested in perfecting some­ 
thing that will destroy life than to 
preserve it. Yet the first seller in 
the non-fiction books is one en­ 
titled "Peace of M ind”! 
That is 
something to think about. It proves 
that there are those who hunger 
for this peace of mind during such 
days 
of 
fear 
and 
confusion, 
in 
which we now live. 
We have too much, and we rush 
too much. We forget the wise say­ 
ing of Tagore that “ the road is a 
part of the destination." in that 
exquisite essay of Stevenson’s “ The 
Lantern Bearers" he comments that 
"to miss the joy is to miss all.” Said 
Thoreau; "Simplify, simplify.” Our 
forefathers taught us that — and 
that is what gave 
birth to 
the 
soul of America. 
From the simple, and mostly un­ 
noticed, in Nature have sprung two 
of Americas greatest poets—Walt 
Whiteman and Robert Frost.

Happy Chandler’s verdict in the 
now famous Durocher-Rickey-Mac- 
Phail-Dressen-Parrot ca.se has more 
than doubled the April oratory of 
many million* of fans, especially in 
Brooklyn. 
Here is a case in which everybody 
was wrong, including the Commis­ 
sioner, who should have stepped in­ 
to the sorry business long before he 
was forced to act. Of those involved, 
Chuck Dressen was the lightest 
o f­ 
fender. As able a m anager as Leo 
Durocher was, the accumulation of 
his many off-side acts or mistakes, 
finally brought about hi* downfall. 
In our opinion the worst of these 
mistakes wa* the lack of active field 
interest lie showed in handling Ins 
Dodger squad this spring, where his 
frequent absences from play and 
practice was something no m anager I 
should have been guilty of with a 
team like the Cardinals to overtake*.! 
These young Brooklyn ball players, | 
many of them trying desperately to! 
make the team, needed much more 
care and attention than Durocher 
gave them 
It was generally understood that 
before the Dodgers headed north, 
Branch 
Rickey 
was 
looking 
for 
another manager, whatever he might 
happen to any about It Rickey gave 
you the idea of handing Durocher 
more rope, with a noose 
attached. 
This was the worst spring training 
trip any g<x >d ball club ever drew. 


Should Have Acted Sooner 
Just a* Chandler should 
have 
acted long before he did, *0 should 
Rickey 
in 
place of starting the 
trouble with his Havana interview 
concerning MacPhail and gambler*. 
'Ilierc are many who believe that 
Chandler was entirely too rough on 
Durocher, compared to the light 
fines assessed against Rickey and 
MacPhail. A year’s suspension of 
Durocher should have been coupled 
with much more dratic punishment 
for the, two top men of the Dodgers 
and Yankees. After all, they were 
tiie two who started all the recent 
trouble, forcing Chandler Into some 
form of action. 
Baseball is too big a game, too 
much a part of our national life, 
to be treated as Durocher, Rickey 
and MacPhail have treated it. 


S om e 
I n s i d e 
A n gl e s 
The odd turn about this whole 
bad business is that MacPhail was 
not shooting at Durocher. I hap­ 
pened to know that he was ajming 
both barrels at. Branch Rickey, in 
the belief that Rickey was trying 
to frame him on the gambler in­ 
cident. But, when the charge of 
buckshot ex ploded, only 
a stray 
pellet grazed 
Rickey's ear while 
Durocher caught the full blast. 
As a bystander in this case—not 
an innocent bystander but sMll a 
bystander so far as the M acPhail- 
Rickey feud 
w h s concerned, Duro- 
cher's system absorbed moat of th** 
ammunition fired. 
Durocher, undoubtedly, has been 
leading with his chin for some time. 
At this Belshazzerian Jamboree, he 
should have been able to read the 
writing 011 the wall some time ago— 
‘ Mene, mene. tekel Durocher.” But 
this doesn’t alter the fact that if 
Rickey and MacPhail hadn't col­ 
lided 
in March, Durocher would 
still be tiie Dodgers’ manager. 
Happy Chandler was very un­ 
happy when MacPhail forced the 
issue. From that point on, it takes 
no rn.istormind to figure out hi 
philosophy.

clean page. 
This is something that Durocher.

and squabbles above

This is also something that Happy 
Chandler should have seen or sensed 
months ago. The time to put out 
a fire is when it starts, not to wait 
until 
the building is in 
flames. 
Durocher should have been called 
to account some time ago. Rickey 
and MacPhail should have been 
squelched weeks ago.

Should Have Aeted Sooner 
Just as Chandler should have 
acted long before he did, so should 
Rickey In place of starting the 
trouble with his Havana Interview 
concerning MacPhail and gamblers. 
iTiere are many who believe that 
Chandler was entirely too rough on 
Durocher, compared to the light 
fines assessed against Rickey and 
MacPhail 
A year’s sus{ienslon of 
Durocher should have been coupled 
with much more dratic punishment 
for the. two top men of the Dodgers 
and Yankees. After all, they were 
the two who started all the recent 
trouble, forcing Chandler into some 
form of action. 
Baseball is too big a game, too 
much a part of our national life, 
to be treated as Durocher, Rickey 
and MacPhail have treated It.
